Dr. Melchior Palyi, world-rec- 

ognized authority on economics, 
will author a signed page in Ameri- 
сап Builder. This page will be de- 
voted to a discussion of economic 
trends, how they may affect the 
building industry and what these 
trends mean for the future. In these 
unsettled and uncertain times, peo- 
ple, particularly those in manage- 
ment, are puzzled by events of the 
day, their economic implications 
and the ultimate results in the fu- 
ture. 

Dr. Palyi's page is being inaugu- 
rated to provide guidance. authentic 
information and foresight for the 
future from the mind of one of the 
world's foremost authorities. Never

Dr. Palyi is a resident of Chi- 
cago. He is engaged as financial ad- 
viser to banks and other institutions 
throughout the country, in addition 
to his active role as author and lec- 
turer. Here are some developments 
Dr. Palyi predicted which came 
about as he said they would: 


OPE nea. with the June issue, 


In 1940 . . That long-term rates 
might fall and at any rate would be 
stabilized on a very low level for a 
foreseeable time to come, the price 
of the long term government bond 
staying at or about par for a very 
long time. 


In 1944 . . . That the French 
franc would progressively lose both 
its purchasing power at home and 
its exchange value abroad. 


In 1945 . . That Russia would 
gradually and systematically bol- 
shevize the countries which her 
troops occupied. 


MAY 1951 


In January, 1946 . . . That the 
$3.75 billion loan to Britain would 
not last two years (it lasted actually 
barely 13 months), and would not 
solve Britain's disequilibrium in in- 
ternational trade. 


At tbe end of 1946 . . . That 
year 1947 would close with 15 to 
25 per cent higher prices than it 
started with . . . that there would 
be мо general recession.

Early in 1947 . . . That in spite 
of the general inflationary trend in 
this country, recession might occur 
in some individual industries, but 
would not last long. 


In April, 1947 . . . That the then 
occurring reversal of prices was a 
very temporary and mild phe- 
nomenon that would not affect bus- 
iness trends, and that business in- 
ventories would continue to rise. 


In May, 1947 . . That Europe 
was — *. for an imminent and 
most severe economic crisis, the 
breakdown of international bal - 
ances of payments. 


In July, 1950 . . . That the Ko- 
rean War, which started in June, 
was not a curtain raiser for World 
War Ш in 1950 but it would set up 
a new wave of price inflation. 


In September, 1950 . . . That the 
United Nation's forces in Korea 
could expect to meet 500,000 "Chi 
nese Volunteers." 


Dr. Palyi, an American citizen, 
was born in Hungary and educated 
in Switzerland and Germany, re- 
ceiving his Master's degree from the 
Graduate School of Commerce and 
his Doctor's degree from the Uni- 
versity of Munich. 

Dr. Palyi's broad and varied ca- 
reer in Continental countries, Great 
Britain and the United States, com- 
bined practical business activities 
with academic work in some of the 
leading universities both here and 
— 

In 1928, Dr. Palyi became econ- 
omist for the large Continental 
banking institution, the Deutsche 
Bank in Berlin. In addition, he was 
adviser to the Reichsbank, the cen 
tral bank of Germany, from 1931 to 
1933, and managing director of its 
Institute for Currency Research in 
Berlin. In 1933, he was guest of the 
Midland Bank, Ltd. in London, 
and invited as guest lecturer by the 
University College of Oxford. Dr 
Palyi has been a resident of Chica- 
go for the last 18 years. 

Dr. Palyi was in Europe in the 
summer of 1948, and again in 1949, 
to study conditions in about ten 
countries, especially their financial 
problems

Low Rental Housing Can Be Profitable 


During my ten years as administrative head of the NAHB I have wit- 
nessed many of our leading builders as they testified before the Congress 
on proposed legislation important to both home buyer and home builder 
The question of government construction, management and ownership of 
housing inevitably arose. Well-meaning Congressmen have made it a 
practice to probe into the ability of our industry to produce rental housing 
for the very low salaried worker. 


Too many people in important government positions have taken the view 
that private enterprise can do a good job in providing housing for middle 
and high income groups but that private builders and lenders are not inter- 
ested in housing low income families. They think the profit incentives are 
not high enough to merit broad action in this field. Because of this miscon- 
ception, Congress is often prone to provide compromise legislation: meas- 
ures that provide financing vehicles for the average buyer but which also 
contain authorizations for added public ownership of subsidized rental 
housing. 

The organized home building industry must show civic leaders, 
planners, officials and the Congress that we are earnestly endeavor- 
ing to stimulate construction of rental housing at rates which 
lower salaried persons can well afford 

In the past few years builders have been able to utilize the liberal, emer- 
gency type financing authorized by FHA under Section 608. Hundreds of 
thousands of such units have arisen over the country. Many of these were 
made available to low income groups. Perhaps the shining example of this 
type of project is to be found in Memphis, Tenn., where a number of 
builders have erected attractive, efficient, well constructed rental housing, 
many built specifically for Negroes. Rents have ranged from $30 to $50— 
certainly this is an example of fulfillment of a housing need by private en 
terprise. Wallace Johnson has done one of the outstanding jobs in this field 

Nearly every builder has said, at least once in his life, “I can build any- 
thing I can finance.” When FHA authorizations for 608 financing expired 
the vast majority of builders were left with no financing vehicle. 

However, since the need for more rental housing for low income groups 
grows greater each day, NAHB is doing something about it. W. P. “Bill” 
Atkinson, NAHB President, has called a Rental Housing Clinic in Mem- 
phis on May 3, 4, and 5. Most of NAHB’s 166 affiliated local associations 
will send a building team to this important conference 


Also invited are members of the Senate and House Banking and Cur- 
rency Committees, heads of the U. S. Housing Agencies, and other im- 
portant officials. FHA representatives including Frank Richards, FHA 
Commissioner, will explain to the delegates the insuring devices now 
available through FHA in financing rental housing. He will explain in 
detail proposed amendments and revisions of Section 207. It is felt that an 
administrative reworking of this FHA Title can result in a substantial de- 
crease in rentals charged in structures financed under this Title. 


Builder-delegates will also learn how to operate under FHA's coopera- 
tive housing plan, Section 213, which is gaining in popularity every month 
over the country. Already FHA has approved an estimated 500 separate 
projects under this Title. 

Host at the Rental Clinic will be the Home Builders Association of 
Memphis of which D. T. "Ted" Kimbrough, ]т., is president. Buses will 
take visitors to a number of the Memphis builders' low rental housing 
projects and describe the projects in builders' language. 

The builder-delegates will report the facts to their own local associations 
upon their return from this clinic. Additional construction of many thou- 
sands of attractive rental units renting at low rates will be the valuable 
result of this epoch-making conference.
